THE SHATTERED CITY. 


The Situation of Affairs in Charles- 
ton Reviewed. 








Relief Measures in Progress—Forty Thou- 
sand People Living in Tents and Im- 
provised Structures — Dangerous 
Work on Shattered Buildings. 





CnartEston, S. C., 7.—The 
scientists who have been explor- 
the city and adjacent coun- 
try say the damaging earthquakes 
are over, although there will be 
rumbling and tremors at intervals dur- 
ing the next two or three weeks. The 
citizens have argued in their minds and 
among themselves that it is unreasonable 
to suppose that violent shocks will con- 
linue. Thus they have forced upon 
themselves the determination to be as 
cool as possible and to look the thing in 
the face. The theory as_ to 
first ad- 
vanced by those making a study of them 
here, viz: that they are the result of a 
settling process in earth, has been gen- 
erally accepted as true, and this has 
helped to quiet the nervous and console 
timid hearts and minds. Very few even 
of the most devout people outside of the 
superstitions, believe there is any divine 
wrath or work in the quakes. Thug have 
they come like philosophers to think be- 
fore they run, when the shocks come. 
There were some more slight shocks 
yesterday, but they were unnoticed. In 
fact, the public here has concluded that 
shocks &e to be felt as a natural conse- 
guence of what was experienced on the 
first Tuesday night, and that ‘‘there is no

| use to get excited about a mere matter of 


routine,” as one citizen very coolly put it. 

The threatened rain did not materialize 
in anything like a damaging quantity 
yesterday. It sprinkied for a 
short time in the morning, and 
the sun shone in scorching rays. In the 
afternoon the streets were so hot they 
almost burned one’s feet, and only those 
who had business inthe open air ex- 
posed themselves to old sol’s rays. 

The ‘tented fields’? made in parks 
were as well occupied as at any time 
since the visitation by earthquakes. In 
many instances the campers and refugees 
have made their shelter as secure as pos- 
sible, and intend living inv them till their 
houses are pérmanently repaired or re- 
built. Old carpets, bedding, canvas, 
rubber coats and every conceivable mate- 
rial to exclude the sun and rain by day 
and dew by night is employed, making 
the camps, indeed, variagated. 

Nearly all of the iron, tin and composi- 
tion roofing on buildings in some por- 
tions of the city was destroyed by the 
earthquake, and a large portion torn off 
by falling plazzas, chimneys, etc. The 
colored people have appropriated this 
material, and are living beneath canopies 
and tents made of it. 

It is stated at the City Hall that since 
sunrise yesterday morning over three 
thousand people have been given trans- 
portation out of the city. The railroad 
companies in the South, and in portions 
of the North, have either sent pass-books 
in blank or notified the relief committee 
that its orders will be honored for free 
transportation. Through the Danville 
syndicate passes are issued as far north 
as Baltimore, while many go to Atlanta, 
Nashville, etc. The members of the com- 
tion of assisting destitute sufferers is 
Quite a number of persons who can help 
themselves, or are too trifling to merit 
any favor, apply for assistance, but assist- 
ance is not often refused when requested 
in form of a railroad courtesy. 

The sume class of imposition is en- 
countered in the issuance of orders for 
rations. The line is drawn and discrimi- 
natbons are made when it may be advisa- 
ble to getrid of an imposter by sending 
him or her out of the city. When astrong, 
able-bodied man applies for aid himself 
he is asked why he does not go to work, 
as there is plenty of work for laborers in 
clearing away the debris at from $1.75 to 
$2.00 aday. The patent stereotyped re- 
ply is: 

“Tam afraid to go to work. 
afraid of quakes.” 

A United Press reporter was told by a 
member of the relief committee this 
afternoon that there are ten thousand 
negroes in thefcity who claim they are 
too much frightened to work. The com- 
mittee is growing impatient at this exhi- 
bition of weakness, and is suspicious of 
much feigning by indolence. 

City Hall and adjacent streets have 
been filled with destitute sufferers, and 
many lingered about the place last ntght. 

When Mayor Courtney arrives to-day 
more definite plans will be made for the 
distribution of aid. Now the Chamber 
of Commerce, Cotton Exchange, city 
officers, secret societies and other or- 
ganizations are receiving and distributing 
provisions, etc. It is the purpose to ap- 
point an executive committee of three 
through whose hands assistance shall 
pass or who shall know of all assistance 
of whatever character granted. This is 
for the purpose of preventing frauds in 
the way of duplication and triplication 
of orders. Now an indigent person 
may go from place to place and receive 
aid each time he or she applies. 

It is also expected that some definite 
action will be taken when the mayor ar- 
rives for the lawful condemnation and 
destruction of dangerous buildings Un- 
der the provisions of the Revised Stat- 
utes of the State, the mayor and chief of

A stiff breeze, 
such as would make windows in firm 
buildings rattle, would send crashing tc 
earth hundreds of buildings in this city 
which are now cracked and racked, 

Architects say that but very few of the 
brick buildings can be repaired, as they 
are so old that the brick and mortar are 
rotten. Not five per cent of the buildings 
are less than twenty years old, while a 


majority are over fifty years. A 
third of them are a quarter ol 
a century of age, and a number

With their own 
houses not habitable, how can these peo- 
ple repair their churches? eAny money 
sent to Bishop Ilowe for the above pur- 
poses will be distributed according to my 
best judgment, unless otherwise cirect- 
ed. I think we needat least one hun- 
dred thousand dollars.” 

The Columbia (S. C.) Board of Trade 
have appointed a relief committee to go 
to every train from Charleston and Sum- 
merville to meet refugees from these 
stricken cities and take them to comfort- 
able quarters. There are about six hun- 
dred refugees in Columbia, but the citi- 
zens invite many more to come. 

S. G. Pinckney, who lives in South 
street, a few doors east of Grace Church, 
was in New York when the earth- 
quake came. He _ states that on 
his return he found his yard filled with a 
new kind of soil. A geyser had opened 
In the yard from which warm water 
sponted to the height of five feet. 
Mingled with this was a quantity of blue 
sand such as came from all other fissures. 
Since then the fissure has closed, and the 
spouting of the water has ceascd. It was 
also ascertained that on Wednesday: 
morning quite a number of cellars in all 
parts of the city were unaccountably 
filled with water where there had never 
been water before.

CONVICT LABOR. 





The Peesent System, and the Way 
to Work Convicts on our Public 
Roads &c. 


From the Mercury: 


It is understood that the next Legisla- 
ture of Alabama will undertake to devise 
some solution of the troubles arising 
from our present convict system. 

That it isagrave question, and one 
surrounded with fhany difficulties and 
embarassments, is manifest to every 
thinking mind. One object will be to 
shelter and protect the convict trom the 
possibility of inhuman treatment. The 
next in importance will be, to save the 
people from the burden and expense of 
maintaining convicts in idleness. And, 
the last, but not the least object, our 
Legislature will havein view, will be to 
avoid the baneful competition between 
convict and free labor. 

The writer believes that there is a prac- 
tical solution of all these difficulties. 
Much has been said about working con- 
victs on our public roads. 

Hon. a. Whited, member-elect to the 
next General Assembly from this coun- 
ty, in a recent letter, published in the 
Huntsville Gazette, gives us the assur- 
ance that he will use his best efforts to 
havethe convicts of Madison county 
worked on sur public roads. It would 
be idle for Mr. Whited to go to Montgom 
ery and simply have a law passed, au- 
thorizing the Court of County Commis 
sioners to work the county convicts on 
the public roads. The present general

The StructureErected by the Vanderbilt 
Family on Staten Island. 


New Dorp consists of a roudside inn, 
two housegs,.a lot of well-laid out 
streets through the meadows without 
any houses on them and the Moravian 
cemetery. There are a good many 
more people in. the latter than in New 
Dorp and their houses are much more 
fashionable in appearance. There is 
also near the station the driving park 
of a defunct jockey club, wherein, on 
my visit, a dozen sportsmen were vio- 
lating the law by shooting at live 
pigeons. It isa long half mile to the 
cemetefy over the dusty country road. 
Just’within the extrance the visitor's 
attention is at once attracted by a cost- 


ly but unmarked tomb, by the side of | 


which a man is sitting. If it is very 
warm he may be under the tree across 
the driveway, but he does not stir oug 
of sight of the tomb. He is one of 
Pinkerton’s detectives, and the mas+ 
sive namarked door is closed upon the 
remains of William H. Vanderbilt. In 
2 little niche on the side of the tomb is 
a clock and an electric annunciator. 
When the sentinel desires relief or for 
any other reason needs the presence of 
his comrades, he touches the knob and 
a loud bell peals forth in a little cottage 
at the top of a knoll just within the gates 
and about a hundred feet distant from 
the tomb. Night and day the lonely 
watch is kept, and it will not be aban- 
doned until the bones of the million- 
aire rest in the house prepared for 
them at the summit of the hill. Should 
ghouls meanwhile attempt to disturb 


them, the electric warning will bring | 
four stalwart men from the cottage to | 


their defense. 

From the. entrance a smooth, hard 
road winds its way among the little 
hills of the burying-ground, always 
ascending until the northern boundary 
is reached. It is a barren place, re- 
lieved by a few trees other than 
those transplanted there by _ indi- 
viduals to beautify the last resting- 
place of their friends. Just before 
arriving at the summit of the hill the 
great tomb comes upon the view. The 
tirst impression is that the structure is 
grandly appropriate. The most ignor- 
ant person could not mistake its pur- 
poses»-It-is not built, as a chapel 
might be,.at the very top of the hill: it 
is like ordinary tombs in that the space 
for vaults was made by excavation, but 
the fabric has been erected so that its 
top is several feet higher than the hill 
top.

apex. 
terior of striking ornamentation, no 
pillars even being employed to uphold 
the gable roofs of the three porches. 
Rectangular blocks of white granite are 
the principal elements in the composi- 
tion. The central porch extends sev- 
eral fect further front than the others 
andis the main entrance of the vaults. 
A semi-cirenlar flight of stone steps 
leads to a beantifnl bronze door or 
gate, through which one could look di- 
rectly into the main chambers were it 
not for a large iron screen behind it. 
Back of this massive and singularly 
harmonious front is a simple mound of 
earth. The soil ofthe island is reddish 
brown clay. The mound has the same 
dull tint and will ill accord with the 
granite structure until it has been 
grassed over,by a skilled gardener. On 
the top of the mound are two turrets, 
projecting more than fifty feet above 
the surface and at least ten feet in di- 
ameter each. They are capped with 
cone-shaped domes of the finest Quincy 
granite. Their purpose is to admit 
light to the chamber below and one 
ean look through the bronzed guarded 
windows to the marble floor. The 
shanties occupied by the stone cutters 
are still standing about the tomb and 
there is a general appearance of litter 
in the vicinity. The workmen have 
gone away, but a guard remains in the 
person of a white-whiskered old man, 
who whiles away the time from seven 
o*clock in the morning until sunset.—
